An attempt was made by the mine 
owners to check this thieving, and the 
demand for higher wages made by the 
miners’ union is nothing more than a 
retaliatory move designed to cause 
trouble. 

The first indication of an approach- 
ing war between the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World and the mine owners 
was made manifest on December 6, at 
which time two notorious high grade 
offices, those of John Powell and Tom 
Woodward, were dynamited by the 
anarchistic thieves who had been 
stealing high grade ore. Following 
this, on December 8 the Hayes-Mon- 
nette mine wee robbed of the immense 
sum of $20,000 worth of rich ore. Then 
it was that George Wingfield, of the 
Wingfield-Nixon Company, set out. to 
secure the return of a portion of the 
ore stolen from the Goldfield Mohawk 
Mining Company. 

ORE STEALERS ARRESTED. 

Simultaneously three men were ar- 
rested at the Frances-Mohawk on 
charges of stealing high grade. 

The arrest was made on the morn- 
ing of December 10, and on the even- 
ing of December 12, the L.W.W. held 
a meeting and drew up a resolution 
demanding that all watchmen be re- 


moved from the mines. On the morn-

Long before the year was 
out the strange-looking hulls of Ameri- 
can submarine boats were being land- 
ed at Libau and Cronstadt and the 
great Siberian railway was being 
pressed into service to transport them 
across the wilderness to the only sea- 
port that was left Russia in the East. 
A submarine boat bullding concern 
at Bridgeport, Conn., was visited in 
turn by a Russian and a Japanese na- 
val official, each sent to this country 
on a mysterious errand. Off Bridze- 
port there lay a peculiar looking craft, 
which resembled a double-pointed ob- 
long raft with a tiny house, showing 
odd little deep-set windows sitting in 
the center. A couple of manholes led 
to mysterious depths below. Due to 
the ingenuity of the owners of this 
craft, the bewhiskered Russian and the 
olly-ekinned Jap conferred and visited, 
examined and inspected, quite unbe- 
known to each other. 

The Bridgeport concern had in the 
novel boat the fighting goods that each 
nation wanted; a completely-equipped 
submarine torpedo-boat, capable of 
carrying and launching at an enemy 
five death-dealing torpedoes on one ex- 
pedition beheath the ocean's surface. 
It was an engine that could sink deep 
down in the sea wtih her crew, steal 
unobserved to the side of the big war 
leviathan, and creep as stealthily away 
after discharging its ruinous darts into 
her hull: in fact, a ready-made instru- 
ment for striking below the belt. In 
those days time was infinitely valuable 
to the two fighting nations. Bolted 
iron and steel, sent forward by smooth 
working pistons and perfectly-arranged 
electric batteries, was far more

A liner from Europe coming in past 
Sandy Hook later in the day reported 
that the Fortuna had been sighted 
well along toward Nantucket Light- 
ship. and that she had a bulky object 
on her deck that looked suspiciousiy 
like a submarine torpedo boat. That 
was the only clew the New York pa- 
pers got. They looked up the recent 
whereabouts of the Fortuna at tho 
proper marine offices, and found that 
she had cleared Norfolk for. Cork, 
loaded with coal. They tnquired about 
submarine boats up and down the 
coast. From Bridgeport their corres- 

ndents sent word that the Protector

COAL FAMINE UNNECESSARY. 


One of the Largest Fuel Dealers in 
Western Pennsylvania Discusses 
Present Shortage. 

Arthur T. Jones, one of the largest 
coal dealers of Western Pennsylvania 
and an official of the Pittsburgh-Buf- 
faio Coal Company, is a guest at 
the Westminster. In speaking of the 
coal famine which has held the North- 


west and some of the Coast States in 
its grasp the last few weeks, Mr. Jones 


There is no need for this from the 
coal dealers’ standpoint. The mines 
of Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, Vir- 
ginia and other Eastern States have 
been producing a greater tonnage of 
coal than ever before. They have sup- 

led more than was un for the 
fast. but the railroads were siow in 
furnishing cars for its moving. 

“Many of the coal dealers of the 
Bast have looked upon the great ter- 
ritories of the Northwest and the Coast 
States with longing eyes for years. 
They knew the demands of these great 
States for fuel, and the fact that they 
would have to secure it from the East. 
Nevertheless, there seemed to be an 
apathy on the part of the railroads to
